11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues that Vanlerberqhe ett al. disclose that the aqeous phase (A) is added to the wax phase (B). which is not the 
same order of addition positively claimed by Applicant's in that phase B is added to phase A. Applicant's argument has been fully 
considered but found not to be persuasive. The courts have held that selection of any order of performing proceess steps is 
prima facie obvious in the absence of new or unexpected results (Ex Parte Rubin. 128 USPQ 440 (BP. App. 1959); In re 
Burhans, 154 F.2d 690, 69 USPQ330 (CCPA 1946); In re Gibson, 39 F.2d 975, 5 USPQ 230 (CCPA 1930); MPEP 2144.04). 
Therefore, it would have been prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the instant invention to mix 
phase B with phase A since both methods result in the formation of an oil-in-water emulsion, absent an unexpected result.
